We hav e been asked by a number o f peo ple whether 
we tho ught they sho uld v o te fo r the $1,6 00,000 bo nd 
issue, the mo ney to be used to build a municipally o wn­ 
ed, larger and mo dern electric po wer plant at the spec­ 
ial electio n nex t Tuesday . 


The decisio n as to ho w any citizen shall v o te is no t 
o ne to be made o n the say -so o f o thers and we wo uld no t 
presume to infringe o n y o ur rights as a free citizen to 
tell any o f y o u ho w to v o te. 


Ho wev er, we are go ing to v o te fo r the bo nd issue fo r 
the fo llo wing, amo ng many , reaso ns and, frankly , we 
feel that the same reaso ns which hav e influenced o ur 
decisio n sho uld be sufficient to co nv ince o thers also . 


1. The city o wned po wer plant is o ur mo st v aluable 
pro perty and sho uld be retained as a municipal asset. 


2. Since it was established in 1931 it has been dev el­ 
o ped to co pe with the rising demand fo r electric po wer 
until to day .it represents an inv estment by YOU, the 
city , o f $2,000,000. 


3. No t o nly has it been self-suppo rting but it has al? o 
been able to accumulate reserv es that hav e been drawn 
upo n by the city many times when financial emergen­ 
cies aro se o r there was need fo r funds o v er and abo v e 
tho se deriv ed fro m tax es to purchase needed equip­ 
ment o r make impro v ements. 


4 . While we realize the po wer plant, being municipally 
o wned, pay s no tax es, we also kno w that the benefits 
deriv ed by the city thro ugh the earning capacity o f the 
plant ex ceed, manv times o v er, any benefits that co uld 
be deriv ed fro m the tax es o f a priv ately o wned plant 
o f co mparable size. 


5. Sikesto n is gro wing steadily ; the unceasing cam­ 
paign to secure new industries fo r the city has had the 
result o f interesting a number o f large and small in­ 
dustries in inv estigating the facilities Sikesto n has to 
o ffer and to pping them all is the questio n as to whether 
the city caq furnish the po wer that wo uld be needed. In 
additio n, the demand fo r po wer by lo cal indiv iduals and 
firms has risen steadily at the rate o f appro x imately 6 ^ 
per cent per y ear. At present o ur plant can and do es 
meet the demand, but it is so clo se to the max imum ca­ 
pacity that it is o nly a matter o f a sho rt time when we 
must find new’ and bigger so urces o f supply . We hav e 
o nly two cho ices; (a ) We can go into the market and 
buy po wer to supplement o ur o wn pro ductio n, o r (b) 
we can build a larger plant that will take care o f o ur 
present and anticipated needs. 


Purchase o f SPA po wer in the past has pro v ed un­ 
satisfacto ry because it is no t reliable and is subject to 
to o many interruptio ns. It wo uld be unsatisfacto ry fo r 
future needs because the go v ernment will no t make a 
firm co mmitment that it will furnish as much as we 
will need. Purchase o f po wer fro m the co rpo ratio n no w 
furnishing part o f the po wer fo r the city is equally un­ 
desirable unless that co mpany wo uld also sell the city 
its distributio n sy stem and that it will no t do . So — to 
buy additio nal po wer fro m that so urce wo uld be to buy 
fro m a co mpetito r to remain in business against him. 


We feel the o nly lo gical and eco no mical answ'er to the 
pro blem is to r the city to build a new, mo dern plant cap­ 
able o f meeting the po wer demand o f the present and 
immediate future and o ne that can, when the need 
arises, as it will, be ex panded at a minimum o f co st. 


To buy mo re po wer wo uld co st us all mo ney . To build 
o ur o wn bigger plant to pro duce mo re po wer will co st 
us no thing. It’s as simple as that. 


There will be no additio nal tax es and no increase in 
po wer rates fo r the liquidatio n o f the bo nds. It is to be 
an issue o f rev enue bo nds to be paid o ff entirely and 
so lely fro m the earnings o f the plant. 


The histo ry o f the Sikesto n po wer plant is satisfac­ 
to ry ev idence that its management can and will go co n­ 
duct its financial affairs that the mo ney paid in fo r 
electric serv ice will be pro perly co nserv ed and applied 
to the retirement o f these rev enue bo nds o v er a perio d 
o f y ears. 


In effect all YOU, the citizens o f the city , are asked 
to do nex t Tuesday is to say to the Bo ard o f Public 
Wo rks, “ Go ahead and co ntinue y o ur pro gram o f pro ­ 
gress; build a larger plant and pay fo r the building 
and equipping y o urself.’ ’ 


If y o u are no t interested in seeing Sikesto n keep pace 
with pro gress; if y o u are satisfied to dro p behind o ther 
co mmunities; either v o te against the bo nds o r do n’t 
go to the po lls at all. 


On the o ther hand, if y o u are amo ng tho se who real­ 
ize that a co mmunity canno t pro gress witho ut pro v iding 
the means fo r pro gress, y o u will jo in us Tuesday in v o t­ 
ing fo r the bo nd issue. 


Remember these facts in making y o ur decisio n: 


No bo dy will be asked to o bligate themselv es fo r any ­ 
thing fo r any perio d. The annual pro fits o f the plant 
will be used to pay o ff the bo nds, and there will be no 
additio nal o r increased tax es fo r the purpo se o f pay ing 
o ff the bo nds. 


Such a po wer plant canno t be built piece-meal. It takes 
two y ears to get the plant co mpleted, equipped and in 
o peratio n. 


It co sts y o u no thing to pro v ide y o urself with an ade­ 
quate po wer plant but it wo uld co st y o u mo re to o perate 
the city if y o u do n’t hav e it.

In referrin g to t h e n atio n al 
ro ad bu ildin g pro g ram, Tschan tz 
to ld his listen ers 33 billio n do l­ 
lars wo u ld be spen t in the n ext 13 
years to pro vide mo dem hig h­ 
ways to han dle the ever in creas­ 
in g traffic. This in crease is cau s­ 
ed by the in creasin g po pu latio n 
which, in tu rn , u ses mo re an d 
mo re mo to r vehicles.

Instead of the stethoscope to 
diagnose various heart ailments, 
the physician may some day soon 
rely on x-ray films that will show 
the blood as it speeds through the 
heart's valves. 
This guess is hazarded by Dr. 
Charles T. Dotter, head of the De­ 
partment of Radiology, University 
of Oreogn Medical School, who has 
helped develop 
(with 
Machlett 
Laboratories) 
a 
new 
electronic 
switch that makes possible x-ray 
exposures at speeds as short as 
1-1000 of a second. This is fast 
enough to “freeze” the motion of 
the blood wuthin a patient’s heart, 
and is far faster than the x-ray 
speeds of 1-60 to 1-120 of a sec­ 
ond now provided by most equip­ 
ment. 
Angiocardiographs, or special x- 
ray pictures taken 
in 
sequence 
with this new high-speed 
device, 
permit radiologists to make an ev­ 
en more accurate study of the 
blood’s flow. Dr. Dotter says, and 
hence give the doctor new insight 
into certain heart ailments. He 
compares the high voltage tube, 
that turns x-ray current on and off 
with such incredible speed, to the 
motion-stopping stroboscopic cam­ 
era used in engineering research 
to examine the action of engine 
or machine parts operating at 
high velocities. “Until now,” Dr, 
Dotter says, “The radiologist at­ 
tempting to make x-ray 
films 
w hich would record the movement 
of substances in the blood, or the 
contraction of the heart, has been 
just as disappointed as the small 
boy trying to take pictures with a 
box camera of an automobile race 
or a plane in flight.

AH in all. it looks like the fam­ 
iliar old stethoscope might well 
go the way of the horse and bug­ 
gy—at least insofar as its role in 
this phase of medicing is concern­ 
ed.

We can assure you that 
it does. Traffic authorities report 
that the average motorist is cut­ 
ting down his speed as much as 10 
miles an hour on radar patrolled 
highways, and that, while auto­ 
mobile fatalities are still on the in­ 
crease nationally, they have been 
reduced where radar is on the job. 
This electronic equipment, in the 
exj?erimental stage only a 
few 
years ago—has now proved beyond 
question that excessive speed is 
the major highway killer. It has 
proved also to be our best hope of 
checking this slaughter. Further, 
as police officers have learned how 
best to use this scientific aid to 
sanity, the equipment itself has 
been greatly improved. 
The latest is a radar speed me­ 
ter which can be adjusted to any 
prescribed speed limit 
from 
25 
mph to the top limits, and ope­ 
rates only when a violator exceeds 
this pre-set limit. It clocks speed­ 
ers going in either direction with 
a meter calibrated in miles per 
hour for instant reading. But this 
is not all. There’s an optional mo­ 
vie camera attachment, with syn­ 
chronized flood lights, that will 
photograph—day or night—the of­ 
fender’s license plate and 
the 
speed meter reading. There’s still 
another accessory, a tape - record­ 
er by which a police officer talk­ 
ing into a microphone, records a 
description of the car and driver 
and the license number. When the 
tape is played back, it causes the 
meter to show the speed reading 
before the officer’s voice is heard! 
And to conserve police manpowr- 
er and eliminate the 
dangerous 
and time-consuming jobs of chas­ 
ing speeders, they provide a re­ 
mote. portable traffic light than 
can be 
synchronized 
with 
the 
speed meter to stop the violator 
down the road a piece! 
In these amazing and fool-proof 
new detection devices, there 
is 
fresh hope for victory in the war 
against speeders—the acknowled­ 
ged highway killers. But with both 
detection and arrests brought up 
to 100 percent, it would be neces­ 
sary for our courts to “make the 
punishment fit the crime.”

A. F. L. - C.I.O.’s Collective Bar­ 
gaining Report tells us that “wage 
and benefit increases 
negotiated 
in the first half of 1956 have been 
markedly larger in most instances 
than in 1955.” Most of these in­ 
creases have been between 10 to 
15 cents an hour, not including a 
wide range of fringe benefits such 
as health and welfare protection, 
pensions, paid vacations and paid 
holidays. 
The report sums up some of the 
major increases by industries as 
follows: 
Aircraft - 11-plus cents an hour 
Men’s Aparel—12H cents 
Cement - 18 cents 
Glass - 15 cents 
Oil -16 cents 
Paper - 12-13 cents 
Retail - 13 cents 
Rubber - 6.2 cents 
Shipbuilding - 18 cents 
S^eel - lO-1* cents 
Telegraph - 13 cents 
The above figures refer only to 
wages. 
If fringe benefits were 
added the i n c r e a s e s probab 
ly would be doubled. For instance, 
the above figure for steel is HM* 
cents while the bulletin states that 
“the value of wage and other gains 
for the first year (steel) alone is 
20.3 cents.” If this is true of other 
industries, as it seems to be, the 
increased cost of fringe benefits 
is about as great as the wage in­ 
creases themselves. 
It is always a matter of satis­ 
faction to knowr that any diligent 
and competent worker is earning 
more money, but when the in­ 
crease in the free market value of 
output it can only result in higher 
prices and another round in the 
spiral. 
Under this pressure gov­ 
ernment increases the quantity of 
money with resulting decline in 
the value of the dollar. 
Organized labor is strong in 
numbers and in ability to exert 
pressure. It may succeed for some 
time as it has up to now in advanc­ 
ing the wages of its members fast­ 
er than the resulting price rises. 
In doing so, however, it is only 
benefiting its owm members at the 
expense of their fellow citizens. 
The unorganized group is taking 
the rap in the form of lower living 
standards in order that the strong 
pressure groups may enjoy better 


living standards. 
Hie advantage, 
however, can be only temporary 
as the mage-price spiral, eroding 
our dollar as it does, will eventual­ 
ly bring hard times upon us all, 
organized anl unorganized alike. 
We believe organized labor is 
intelligent, and has a sense of fair- 
nes toward unorganized groups. 
Surely it will adopt a constructive 
policy of at least limiting wage 
increases to increased output. —

they did not expect the Teamsters' 
president “ever to return to the 
U.S.” 
They may be underestimating 
Beck's bravado. But they’re not 
underevaluating their files which 
show that hundreds of thousands of

Union dollars

gone for the personal use of some 
officials—national and local.

Homes have been built w i t h 
these union dolars. Workingmen's 
dues have gone for ciasical fur­ 
niture, 
photographic 
equipment, 
works of art and payment of per­ 
sonal 
indebtcctoes 
and 
doctor 
bills. Luxurious suites in the most 
fashionable hotels of the world 
have eaten into treasuries which 
should 
have 
been 
guarded 
by 
these leaders of the proletariat. 
Expense accounts, which can only 
be 
described 
as 
“vast,” have 
been paid. 
In one instance a Teamsters* 
unit authorized a loan of almost 
$100,000. The borrower’s word was 
supposed to be his bond — but 
there aren’t many who would dis­ 
count that bond for the unit in­ 
volved. 
Yet Dave Beck’s national office 
never stopped any of this mean­ 
dering through the green stuff. 
There should have been crack­ 
downs.

Matthew is still telling about the 
“Gospel of the Kingdom’* — the 
good news of the Kingdom, which 
is the main theme of his Gospel. 
In our present lesson Scripture, 
Matthew brings us some more good 
news—in fact, the best news of all, 
for in it is told the true character 
of Jesus, his real mission to earth 
and the way in which humanity 
can profit by his coming. 
At the time of the events men­ 
tioned in the present lesson Scrip­ 
ture, Jesus had been engaged for 
some months in his earthly min­ 
istry and in his association with 
his twelve leading disciples.

We have been asked by a number of people whether 
we thought they should vote for the $1,600,000 bond 
issue, the money to be used to build a municipally own­ 
ed, larger and modern eiectric power plant at the spec­ 
ial election next Tuesday.

In 
addition, the demand for pow'er by local individuals and 
firms has risen steadily at the rate of approximately 6% 
per cent per year. At present our plant can and does 
meet the demand, but it is so close to the maximum ca­ 
pacity that it is only a matter of a short time when w’e 
must find new- and bigger sources of supply. We have 
only two choices: (a) We can go into the market and 
buy power to supplement our own production, or (b) 
we can build a larger plant that will take care of our 
present and anticipated needs. 


Purchase of SPA power in the past has proved un­ 
satisfactory because it is not reliable and is subject to 
too many interruptions. It would be unsatisfactory for 
future needs because the government will not make a 
firm commitment that it will furnish as much as we 
will need. Purchase of power from the corporation now' 
furnishing part of the power for the city is equally un­ 
desirable unless that company would also sell the city 
its distribution system and that it will not do. So— to 
buy additional power from that source would be to buy 
from a competitor to remain in business against him. 


We feel the only logical and economical answer to the 
problem is for the city to build a new', modern plant cap­ 
able of meeting the power demand of the present and 
immediate future and one that can. w-hen the need 
arises, as it will, be expanded at a minimum of cost. 


To buy more power would cost us all money. To build 
our own bigger plant to produce more power will cost 
us nothing. It’s as simple as that. 


There will be no additional taxes and no increase in 
power rates for the liquidation of the bonds. It is to be 
an issue of revenue bonds to be paid off entirely and 
solely from the earnings of the plant. 


'Hie history of the Sikeston power plant is satisfac­ 
tory evidence that its management can and will so con­ 
duct its financial affairs that the money paid in for 
electric service will be properly conserved and applied 
to the retirement of these revenue bonds over a period 
of years. 


In effect all YOU, the citizens of the city, are asked 
to do next Tuesday is to say to the Board of Public 
Works, “Go ahead and continue your program of pro­ 
gress; build a larger plant and pay for the building 
and equipping yourself.’ ’ 


If you are not interested in seeing Sikeston keep pace 
with progress; if you are satisfied to drop behind other 
communities; either vote against the bonds or don’t 
go to the polls at all. 


On the other hand, if you are among those who real­ 
ize that a community cannot progress without providing 
the means for progress, you will join us Tuesday in vot­ 
ing for the bond issue. 


Remember these facts in making your decision: 


Nobody will be asked to obligate themselves for any­ 
thing for any period. The annual profits of the plant 
will be used to pay off the bonds, and there will be no 
additional or increased taxes for the purpose of paying 
off the bonds. 


Such a power plant cannot be built piece-meal. It takes 
two years to get the plant completed, equipped and in 
operation. 


It costs you nothing to provide yourself with an ade­ 
quate power plant but it w'ould cost you more to operate 
the city if you don’t have it.

JAKARTA Uh—Indonesia’s capi­ 
tal seethed with potential violence 
tonight over President Sukarno's 
plan to abandon Western democ­ 
racy in favor of an all-party re ­ 
gime headed by himself and in­ 
cluding the Communists.

We have been asked by a number of people whether 
we thought they should vote for the $1,600,000 bond 
issue, the money to be used to build a municipally own­ 
ed, larger and modern electric power plant at the spec­ 
ial election next Tuesday. 


The decision as to how any citizen shall vote is not 
one to be made on the say-so of others and we would not 
presume to infringe on your rights as a free citizen to 
tell any of you how to vote. 


However, we are going to vote for the bond issue for 
the following, among many, reasons and, frankly, we 
feel that the same reasons which have influenced our 
decision should be sufficient to convince others also. 


1. The city owned power plant is our most valuable 
property and should be retained as a municipal asset. 


2. Since it was established in 1931 it has been devel­ 
oped to cope with the rising demand for electric power 
until today it represents an investment by YOU, the 
city, of $2,000,000. 


3. Not only has it been self-supporting but it has al?o 
been able to accumulate reserves that have been drawn 
upon by the city many times when financial emergen­ 
cies arose or there was need for funds over and above 
those derived from taxes to purchase needed equip­ 
ment or make improvements. 


4. While we realize the power plant, being municipally 
owned, pays no taxes, we also know that the benefits 
derived by the city through the earning capacity of the 
plant exceed, manv times over, any benefits that could 
be derived from the taxes of a privately owjied plant 
of comparable size. 


5. Sikeston is growing steadily; the unceasing cam ­ 
paign to secure new industries for the city has had the 
result of interesting a number of large and small in­ 
dustries in investigating the facilities Sikeston has to 
offer and topping them all is the question as to whether 
the city car) furnish the power that would be needed. In 
addition, the demand for power by local individuals and 
firms has risen steadily at the rate of approximately 6^ 
per cent per year. At present our plant can and does 
meet the demand, but it is so close to the maximum ca­ 
pacity that it is only a matter of a short time when we 
must find new and bigger sources of supply. We have 
only two choices: (a) We can go into the market and 
buy power to supplement our own production, or (b) 
we can build a larger plant that will take care of our 
present and anticipated needs. 


Purchase of SPA power in the past has proved un­ 
satisfactory because it is not reliable and is subject to 
too many interruptions. It would be unsatisfactory for 
future needs because the government will not make a 
firm commitment that it will furnish as much as we 
will need. Purchase of power from the corporation now 
furnishing part of the power for the city is equally un­ 
desirable unless that company would also sell the city 
its distribution system and that it will not do. So—to 
bur additional power from that source would be to buy 
from a competitor to remain in business against him. 


We feel the only logical and economical answer to the 
problem is for the city to build a new, modern plant cap­ 
able of meeting the power demand of the present and 
immediate future and one that can. w'hen the need 
arises, as it will, be expanded at a minimum of cost. 


To buy more power would cost us all money. To build 
our own bigger plant to produce more power will cost 
us nothing. It’s as simple as that. 


There will be no additional taxes and no increase in 
power rates for the liquidation of the bonds. It is to be 
an issue of revenue bonds to be paid off entirely and 
solely from the earnings of the plant. 


'Hic history of the Sikeston power plant is satisfac­ 
tory evidence that its management can and will an con­ 
duct its financial affairs that the money paid in for 
electric service will be properly conserved and applied 
to the retirement of these revenue bonds over a period 
of years. 


In effect all YOU, the citizens of the city, are asked 
to do next Tuesday is to say to the Board of Public 
Works. “Go ahead and continue your program of pro­ 
gress; build a larger plant and pay for the building 
and equipping yourself/ * 


If you are not interested in seeing Sikeston keep pace 
with progress; if you are satisfied to drop behind other 
communities; either vote against the bonds or don’t 
go to the polls at all. 


On the other hand, if you are among those who real­ 
ize that a community cannot progress without providing 
the means for progress, you will join us Tuesday in vot­ 
ing for the bond issue. 


Remember these facts in making your decision; 


Nobody will be asked to obligate themselves for any­ 
thing for any period. The annual profits of the plant 
will be used to pay off the bonds, and there will be no 
additional or increased taxes for the purpose of paying 
off the bonds. 


Such a power plant cannot be built piece-meal. It takes 
two years to get the plant completed, equipped and in 
operation. 


It coats you nothing to provide yourself with an ade­ 
quate power plant but it would cost you more to operate 
the city if you don’t have it.

C. of C. Hears

At the regular monthly meeting 
of the members of the Chamber 
of Commerce, the guest speaker, 
John Tschantz, of the Caterpillar 
Tractor Co.,, proved to be not on­ 
ly an interesting speaker, but gave 
his listeners some valuable in­ 
formation. 
In opening his talk, Tschantz 
sketched, 
briefly, 
the story of 
Caterpillar, a company which, he 
said, had sold 85 million dollars 
worth of equipment last year and 
predicted that by 1959 it would be 
selling a billion dollars worth and 
in 1965 have a sales volume of 
twice that much. 
This would be caused, he said, 
by the tremendous road building 
program now under way and, al­ 
so, the increasing interest of far­ 
mers and land owner* in the idea 
of deep tillage and land forming. 
To meet this expected increase in 
sales, the company is investing 
more than 200 million dollars in 
new plants and expanding others 
during the next two years. 
In referring to t h e national 
road building program, Tschantz 
told his listeners 33 billion dol­ 
lars would be spent in the next 13 
years to provide modem high­ 
ways to handle the ever increas­ 
ing traffic. This increase is caus­ 
ed by the increasing population 
which, in turn, uses more and 
more motor vehicles. 
At present the average rate of 
travel ii 10,000 miles a year and 
there are ten million trucks using 
the highways of the nation. 
Perhaps the biggest reason for 
modern, limited access highways 
comes from the fact that the an­ 
nual death toll on the present in­ 
adequate highways is 40,000 a 
year with a million and a half 
persons being maimed or injur­ 
ed. This new type of divided, lim­ 
ited access highway will reduce 
this toll by at least a third. In 
addition to the fatalities and per­ 
sonal injuries, he pointed out, the 
annual damage to goods in trans­ 
it and machines reaches the stag­ 
gering total of four billion dol­ 
lars. 
Tschantz also dealt briefly with

NEW YORK (ZP) — The con­

into 
March still one of the liveliest it- 
efps in the economy. 
But builders a r e warned to 
watch t h e course of contract 
awards in the next few weeks to 
see whether the big industrial 
building boom is hitting its peak. 
Washington now looks for in­ 
dustrial construction to rise about 
5 per cent over 1956, a notable 
tapering off from the 30 per cent 
gain last year over 1955.

Figures out this week show’ that

construction 
contracts 
awarded in January were 4 per 
cent over the same month last 
year, with manufacturing com­ 
panies chalking up the biggest 
gains. This reversed a declining 
trend in the final months of 1956. 
Commercial construction awards 
—office buildings, stores — also 
rose in January. 
Public works 
awards declined in January from 
year-ago levels. But a reversal of 
this is expected later in the year 
as school and road programs get 
under way. 
Tight supplies of structural steel 
may hamper some building plans, 
the Association of State Planning 
and Development Agencies w a s 
warned by Department of Com­ 
merce officials at a Washington 
meeting this week. The officials 
added that the price of steel had 
moved up since last November 
more than the departm ent had ex­ 
pected.

Drop in Non-Farm

This is fast 
enough to “ freeze” the motion of 
the blood within a patient's heart, 
and is far faster than the x-ray 
speeds of 1-60 to 1-120 of a sec­ 
ond now provided by most equip­ 
ment. 
Angiocardiographs, or special x- 
ray pictures taken 
in 
sequence 
with this new high-speed 
device, 
permit radiologists to make an ev­ 
en more accurate study of the 
blood’s flow, Dr. Dotter says, and 
hence give the doctor new insight 
into certain heart ailments. He 
compares the high voltage tube, 
that turns x-ray current on and off 
with such incredible speed, to the 
motion-stopping stroboscopic cam ­ 
era used in engineering research 
to examine the action of engine 
or machine parts operating at 
high velocities. “Until now,” Dr.
